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“OLD COINS WITH THE “COLORED” LOOK” 
By Clarence M. Fink 


Those thoughtless people who, with our efficient modern clean- 
sers, brighten the ancient copper and brass specie, are committing 
the worse crime imaginable against themselves, if collectors, and 
those of their brethern of the Numismatic fraternity. What man 
has created in coins, Nature has stepped in and blessed him with 
a variety of attractive hues that not only beautify the aged disks, 
but have preserved them for him from past ages through use of 
natural varnish, a time-delaying incrustation, an ancient and orna- 
mental rust which the historic Greeks termed “patina,” or the 
“flower of brass.” 


The skillful hand of Nature has produced something far beyond | - 


the effort of human art in highligthing coins in delicate long-lasting 
hues, like turquoise, bronze browns, equal to those treasured in 
ancient statues, exquisite greens bordering on the azure side which 
is highly prized by those coin collectors with artistic natures. The 
light green, when free from excrescence or blemish, is a sight to 
behold. Sometimes the purple gleams through an upper coat of an- 
other shade, with as fine an effect as variegated silk or gem. Some- 
times deeper greens are found sprinkled with red and bronze colors, 
a sort of bloodstone look which gives the eyes an appreciation of 
art. All these rusts, colorful products of time are as hard as the 
~ stals themselves, far superior to artificial varnishes, yet not con- 
‘saling the minute particles of the impressions of the coins. 

This article is a plea, a silent prayer for the real beauty of 
Numismatics, for those of the initiated or uninitiated who might 
be tempted to remove “this dirty corrosion” and shine them bright. 
The pitfall of cleaning ancient specie lies in the small “pits” which 
come to light occasioned by the removal of the time-old rust. Brass 
and copper disks should not be cleansed, for it is dangerous business 
affecting the value of the pieces, and ought to be done only if 
necessary by an expert, or left alone. 

It may be of interest to some to know a few methods employed 
by old and ancient numismatists in brightening the more valuable 
metal coins for their cabinets. The green, blue, or red rust on silver 
was done away with by steeping them in vinegar for a day or two. 
Some silver coins were boiled (perish the thought) with three parts 
of tartar, and one part sea salt in water. Gold was cleaned with any 
handy acid, or as one old timer put it: “Spirit of nitre eats avery- 
thing but gold, and is therefore an effectual cleanser of that metal.” 
Actually it is the coins that ancients “banked” in the ground that 
draws the real interest today, for time has rainbowed them for our 
pleasure.

McDERMOTT REFUSES $15,000 


Rare 1913 Nickel 


Your editor had his first glimpse of 

: the most talked about and publicized 

tila coin, the 1913 nickel. Yet, like other rare 

Mr. McDermott pieces it is shrouded with unanswered 
at the ANA Convention questions. 


Attending the ANA convention in Philadelphia, I had the op- 
portunity to meet and interview J. V. McDermott of South Mil- 
waukee, Wisconsin. This nickel is a legend in itself, many stories 
have been related of its history, most of which lack actual proof. 


Here is your editors’ views taken through the interview and 
reference work. 


The director of the mint, as of 1953, states there are no records 
of any 1913 Liberty Heads being struck; although five of these are 
accounted for. The fact that this nickel’s design is the exact of 
this type it would lead us to believe a die was processed, but never 
used except for the striking of these five by the mint as a test or by 
a person at the mint. The presence of these nickels were not known 
until 1920 when someone brought these pieces to the ANA con- 
vention in Chicago. They were offered for sale at $500. each. This 
is probably the time the collectors wondered how many were 
actually struck. Thus, the fabulous stories and offers of $50.00, 
a new Ford, etc. got its beginning; sending many collectors, treasure 
hunters and others scouring the cash boxes throughout the country. 
Up to this day, many still do not realize they are in the hands of 
collectors and none in circulation. 


Col. Green, a wealthy person acquired these (5) for an unknown 
amount of cash. He possessed them until his death in 1936. Col. 
Green is the deceased son of the famous (Hetty Green) whose photo 
is on page two. These nickels did not appear on the market until 


1943 due to his vast wealth which was supposed to be $6,000,000 
in coins alone. It took time to settle such a large estate. A Mr. 
Johnson of St. Louis, Missouri bought a large part of this collection 
which included the nickels. Jim Kelly of Ohio bought (4) of them 
offering McDermott (1) for the price of $900.00. Many were afraid 
to buy any for fear of it being confiscated, as this was notj an 
authorized issue. McDermott bought this nickel for “$900. in 1943 
and has refused an offer of $15,000.” (Why sell, look at the pleasure 
and fame he gets). 


The other (4) nickels are owned by: King Faruk, Mr. Eliasberg 
of Baltimore, Maryland, Mr. Ed. Hydeaman of York, Pa., and the 
other is believed to be in a national museum.

On the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth of September the 
FLYING EAGLET visited the Fifth Annual Exhibition and Bourse 
of the Philatelic Society of Cincinnati, Ohio, held in the Hotel Sinton. 
Your correspondent had a table there and was pleased to put sample 
copies of our journal into the hands of a few of the more than 
twelve million collectors of philately in the United States. 


Many stamp collectors are also full or part time collectors of 
coins. Quite a few ladies and gentlemen came to the FLYING 
EAGLET table and expressed interest in coins and their relationship 
to stamps. One gentleman who has a valuable collection of rare 
early envelopes of France from the fourteenth century to date re- 
marked that he was attempting to get one coin with a portrait of 
each French ruler to go with the stamps of that period. Another 
collector, specializing in coins of the world, mentioned that she was 
there to acquire stamps to go with her numismatic items. (There 
is an idea for collectors of foreign coins. A stamp and coin from 
each European or Asiatic country makes a very attractive display.) 

The following are a few facts and observations made at the 
convention: Some of the philatelists (stamp collectors) were inter- 
ested to find that coin collectors are called numismatists. One coin 
collector was seen buying Israel stamps with pictures of ancient 
Jewish coins. 

A young boy, full of enthusiasm and eager to learn seemed 
fascinated by examples of postage currency in a dealer’s case. He 
evidently had never heard of such a thing. Your writer told him 
that there were a lot of collectors of more mature years than he 
who did not know about postage stamps which were used as money 
to make small change when a shortage of metal developed during 
the Civil War, due to hoarding. 


Another coin-stamp fact discussed was the issue of three dollar 
gold pieces in 1854 (authorized by Congress in 1853). These expen- 
sive collector’s items were meant to speed postal transactions as 
the three cent letter rate was established at this time. 


At the end of the convention when the dealers were packing up 
to go home, your writer was pleased to find among the debris a 
British Guiana one penny stamp issued in 1856. Do you think this 
item will go very nicely on display with my 1849 twenty dollar 
gold piece at the next convention? (Check your catalogues!)

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PAPER MONEY ROUND-UP 
The ‘New Look’ Spreads 
By Harold Don Allen 


Foreign paper money, since World War II, not only provides 
the makings for an unbelievably interesting and inexpensive col- 
lection, but has come up with a number of surprises to challenge 
the best of traditional bank note art. This is just the sort of shot 
in the arm that foreign currency collecting has been crying for, 
because the average numismatist’s idea of foreign paper money 
dates from some of the more blatantly mass-produced of German, 
Russian and Greek inflation notes, an acquired taste and hardly 
the most pleasingly modernistic of bank note art. 

Greece, which rode the crest of her wartime inflation on well- 
imagined bank note designs, ineffectively executed by cheap pro- 
duction methods, today has set matters very right with distin- 
guished historical notes finished in exemplary modern line by the 
best of steel engraving. The splendid blue 20 drachmai, portraying 
Democritos and depicting Plato’s Symposium reveals remarkable 
sureness of line. So does the slate 50, honouring Pericles, and show- 
ing him in an oratorical pose. The 100, in rich red, represents a 
fleet of sailing ships in close combat, and ranks with the best of 
the countless hundreds of notes that have depicted scenes from 
the sea. 

Such fine notes, in fresh crispness, contrast markedly with 
the sorry lot or tattered and grubby bills so often brought back by 
the tourist as being of so little value as not to be worth cashing in. 
All too much low-grade material is to be had, and the very sight 
of it discourages the general numismatist from specializing in the 
paper money field. Yet, set yourself high standards as to condition, 
and a reasonable limit as to face value, and a pleasing, eye-catching 
accumulation can be at little cost. Notes of Israel, among the 
world’s most attractive, demonstrate this to be true. 

Depicting an ancient ruin, flanked by a gnarled tree of equally 
venerable appearance, the 500 pruta of the Bank of Israel, 1955, is 
among the most strikingly well-designed of modern notes. Backed 
by extremely elaborate lathework, all but three-dimensional, the 
note carries perfection even to the pastel flowers that keep a water- 
mark ingeniously concealed. Yet this bank note gem circulates 
alongside an equally effective one pound (1000 pruta, portraying an 
agricultural valley) at the remarkable exchange rate of one Israel 
pound to 30 U.S. cents. Paper money dealers will want their mark-up 
for new specimens, but such numismatic items, you can appreciate, 
may be surprisingly inexpensive to collect. 

Such notes as these new issues of Greece and Israel stress a 
modern look in bank note design that reflects, surprisingly, a shift 
in the devices and methods used to foil the would-be counterfeiter. 
The geometric lathe and the painstaking hand engraving of the 
1800’s meets its match in good photographic reproduction. Hence, 
intricate colour tints (that photographic filters cannot separate) 
and complex watermarks and the hidden metallic strand are in all 
the mentioned notes. With this new trend, much of the stuffiness 
and heaviness is gone from currency design. The lace-like tracery 
of the American or Canadian broken bank note (circa 1860) had a 
beauty of its own. But, over the decades, many rather grotesque 
bills were produced in deference to changing contemporary styles. 
The simplfied lines of modern artistry have coupled with bank note 
traditions in not a few unhappy alliances, but in an increasing 
number of pleasing notes. " 

Norway, Swede and Denmark have turned out modernistic 
series, with notable success. So has Finland. The pleasant blue and 
green of her 500 mark ($1.20) superimposes the “500” over spruce 
boughs, with agreeable simplicity of line. The 100 employs wheat. 
The trim lines are in marked contrast to the oversized bills em- 
ployed for identical denominations immediately after the War. 

Modern bank note design is a merging of two sets of styles: 
the traditions in bank note engraving withing the country of issue 
and the characteristic hallmarks of the bank note company involved. 
Thus, the London firm of Thomas la Rue (like most bank note en- 
gravers, well known for work in the postage stamp field) produces 
the current note issues of such diverse lands as Thailand, Turkey, 
the Philippines and Peru. Such notes clearly will reflect local tastes, 
but will (in so far as details and techniques are left to the engrav- 
ers) bear the common brand of their London origin. So it is that 
notes of American, Canadian, French and various British sources 
are distinguishable, irregardless of their national guise. So, too, 
local traditions die hard: the latest of Soviet rubles bear traces of 
unmistakable characteristics that identify them with the heavily 
intricate inflation bills of the Czarist regime. 

The active collector of modern bank notes juggles such diverse 
observations, and finds he learns a great deal of the world about 
him through the study of paper money of a-hundred-odd lands. 
Whether he chooses to specialize in the complex inflationary, or 
emergency or military series, or concentrate on single periods or 
regions, or collect the whole kaboodle, he has himself a numismatic 
hobby second-to-none.
